To The Citizens and Patrons 


Of Harrisburg Township High School District 


On March 26 of this year the Harrisburg Township High School Board of 
Education was forced to issue anticipation warrants for the first time in the history 
of the school. 


The high school has operated on a 50c educational rate for the Pasi several 
years which did not produce enough revenue to meet current expenses. 
This made 
it necessary for the Board of Education to borrow $20,000 to pay current expenses 
for March of this year. 
It is estimated that the Educational Fund will show a deficit 
of approximately $70,000 at the end of the current school year. 
This debt can be 
explained by the facts set out below. 


1. Costs of all kinds have increased during the past several years and 
yet until this year the Harrisburg Township High School- Educa­ 
tional Fund has remained at 50c. 
(A 65c rate was made possible 
by legislative action this year.) 


2. State Aid has decreased materially. 
The high school received 
approximately 2M> times as much aid from the state Distributive 
Fund in 1948 as they will receive this year. 


3. The assessed valuation of property subject to tax has decreased 
almost $4,000,000 in the last two years. 


This combination of factors has made it impossible to maintain the type of 
high school to which Harrisburg citizens have become accustomed, to say nothing of 
trying to improve the school so that it may keep pace with high schools of neighboring 
communities. 


The Board of Education has been quite conservative in operating the school 
on the available revenue and yet there comes a time when it is impossible to continue. 
Even the 15c increase in rate made possible by the last state legislature will not supply 
sufficient revenue to meet current operating expenses, not to mention retirem ent ot 
the $70,000 debt which has been incurred. 


Therefore, vour Board of Education has been forced to ask for a special 
election to be held April 20, 1956 for the purpose of increasing the present tax rate 
from .65% to .86% for educational purposes. 


As a citizen and taxpayer, you are asked to study the figures set out above. 
They represent the true financial picture of Harrisburg Township High School. 
Your 
Board of Education feels that the taxpayers of the district are interested in their high 
school. They believe that you want to provide educational facilities and opportunities 
comparable to other Southern Illinois communities for your boys and girls. 
They 
also feel that you are willing to pay the cost of providing for this kind of education 
when you understand the facts and see that it cannot be afforded without increased 
revenue. 


The building and educational funds are levied separately and may not be 
combined. 
Operating and instructional costs must come from the educational fund, 
vet the present rate does not provide enough funds to pay for the cost of transporta­ 
tion, classroom supplies, salaries, lights, fuel, janitor supplies and other items, and 
as a result the Board is being forced to borrow to meet current expenses. 


Your children deserve educational facilities equal to those of their neighbors 
jn other Southern Illinois schools. 
A survey of tax rates will show that even with 
the proposed 21c increase on the $100 of assessed valuation, the Harrisburg Township 
High School rate will be less than those of many nearby schools.

Mrs. Eisenhower also forwarded 
a long letter from Defense Secre­ 
tary Charles E. Wilson outlining in 
detail the difficulties the military 
is having in attracting and hold­ 


ing able young officers and men. 
I 
Wilson said Ute military pay in­ 
crease, which Congress voted last 
year, has had a “stimulating e f ­ 
fect” on re-enlistment rates. But 
he warned that further incentives 
are necessary to check the “high 
personnel turnover” in all of the 
services.

approved by the House. It brings 
servicemen under the social secur­

ing on military bases. 
Extension of the law, now due 
to expire Dec. 31, which permits 
officers to retire at the highest 
“temporary” 
rank which they 
have reached, rather than having 
to revert to their usually lower 
permanent rank.
